“The  average  Indiana  citizen” 
hp  said,  t’ls  a  natural  born  story  teller 
and  as  a  result  Edward  Eggleston  has 
produced  his  ‘Hoosler  Schoolmaster,’ 
[Lew  Wallace,  his  ‘Ben  Hur,’  and  Rid- 
j  path  his  history.”  Abraham  Lincoln 
spent  fourteen  years  of  his  life  in 
Indiana,  Gene  Stratton  Porter  had  a 
cottage  there,  and  Booth  Tarkington 
is  a  native  of  that  state.
